WASHINGTON, Oct. 5. (\—For the 
second consecutive week, reports to 
the Public Health Service indicate a 
slight decline in the number of in- 
fantile paralysis cases under treat- 
ment in the various States.

States reporting increases included 
Tilinois, 50 cases as 42 the 
previous week; California, 46, against 
43; New Jersey, 38, against 37; Ore- 
gon, 30, against 21; West Virginia, 
22, against 18, and New York, outside 
New York City, 20, against 18.

AVIS SPEAKS OUT 
It would have been easy for the Secre 
tary of the Department of Labor in his ad- 


_| dress to the labor-union convention here to 


make a noncommittal, complimentary ora- 


tion of the “whoop, hurrah” type—to follow, 


in fact, the pattern set by time immemorial 
for such utterances and just previously fol- 
lowed by Hiram Johnson. Instead, Secre- 
tary Davis chose to set forth some home 
truths regarding labor’s part in our fndus- 
trial structure contrasting sharply with 
A. F. of L. propaganda on the same subject. 

One by one Secretary Davis took up some 
of the outstanding economic fallacies of 
unionism and diplomatically tore them to 
shreds, taking a few moments to demolish 
the principal argument offered by President 
Green in his opening speech in which he set 
the five-day week as the federation's goal. 
It was done courteously but completely. Mr. 
Green, it will be recalled, said the five-day 
week is necessary to prevent overproduc 
tion. He was, it is true, forced to say this 
because restriction of output is one of the 
cardinal planks in union labor's platform, 
and because the president of the American 
Federation of Labor is by his position com- 
mitted to the theory that the less work a 


man does the more workers will have to be 


employed. But Secretary Davis pointed out 
the real principle when he said: 

“If a man wishes to be paid a high wage 
he must ectually create enough wealth to 


j make it profitable to pay him a high wage 


„„ The more wealth a worker helps to 
create, the greater the fund of wealth out 
of which high wages come. The success of 
any firm dopends very largely upon its 
workers; it is a great deal easier for work- 
ers to negotiate with a successful firm. It 
lies with the worker to make his firm. suc- 
cessful. No firm is going to be su 
unless its workers do all in their er.” 
These sound like truisms, as indeed 
they are, but they are not now and never 
have been accepted as true by any labor 
organization. To grant their validity would 
force the discarding of the maximums set in 
unionized industry for a day’s work, and the 
abandonment of the closed shop, the strike, 
the boycott, sabotage, loafing on the job, 


unionism clings. Concerning the jurisdic- 
tional dispute, the Secretary said: 

“I am opening my heart to you when I 
say that the jurisdictional dispute does 
more than any other one thing in the labor 
world to divide employer and worker.” 

Another favorite tenet of unionism, oppo 
sition to the introduction of more efficient 
machinery, received this blast in the 
speech: 

“We know that the machine destroyed hu- 
man slavery. It transformed the worker 
into a man. It has been said that but for 
the invention of machinery, we should have 
a few kings, a body of lords and their 
armed retainers, bossing the world. It was 
the machine which wiped out feudalism, 
created democracy and handed the average 
man more luxuries than kings enjoyed 300 


free from strife as it is today. Never be- 
fore has American industry been s0 gen- 
erally filled with a spirit of good-will and 
partnership between employer and worker. 
Making for uninterrupted production as 
this does, it has played a large part in 
creating our present high level of employ- 
ment and prosperity.” 

Had he added that never before was the 
roster of closed-shop supporters at such a 
comparatively low ebb, he would have sup- 
plied the only additional fact needed to 
make the picture complete. It Is a fact 
which even the American Federation of La- 
bor cannot escape, that the growth of pros- 
perity and the growth of the open shop 
have gone on hand in hand. 


“POWER TRUST” 
Senator Johnson either has not been 
reading the reports from the Colorado River 
conference of the seven basin States, or has 
failed to appreciate their significance, or is 
unwilling to admit it. Otherwise his roars 
of defiance to the so-called $7,000,000,000 
power trust would die away to mere whis- 
pers or be omitted altogether. Lack of inter- 
est one way or the other in the Boulder 
Dam scheme characterizes at present prec- 
tically all of the business corporations pro- 
ducing power, and as the Senator probably 
would admit privately, this situation 
jeopards the success of the plan.

driven generators up to practical cost equal- 
ity with hydro plants and threaten to sur- 
pass them. 3 

Yet the Senator continues to roar. If 
there is any such thing as a power trust, 
except in Senator Johnson's imagination, 
and it is as malicious as the Senator as- 
sumes, it probably would be well pleased to 
have government ownership discredited by 
another failure, even though there are 
plenty of demonstrations already. 

Senator Johnson offers to give up his pub- 
lie career if thereby he can obtain success 
for the Boulder Canyon plan. It probably 
would promote Colorado River development 
were he to do so, or at least if he were to 
stop talking so foolishly. 


ORE TRADE; BETTER FEELING 
The United States is so used to being 
reminded of alleged short-comings in its re 
lations with Latin America that it is a pleas 
ant shock to find words of commendation 
coming from Salvador. Salvador owes 
much of her new prosperity to the adoption 
of American customs such as free speech 
and free press, and a new economic policy, 
patterned after the United States. The re 
sult is that appreciation is taking the place 
of suspicious aloofness and an era of good 
feeling is said to be descending on Central 
America, including revolution-torn Nicara- 
gua. Perhaps the evidence of a better un- 
derstanding extending throughout South 
America may be seen in the actions of the 
Assembly of the League of Nations, which 
refused to take up for discussion any ques- 
tions that might be irritating to the United 
States.

‘(OLD AND DISCOUNTS 

A recent lowering of the discount rate 
by the Federal Reserve banking system, 
made in spite of the objections of the Chi- 
cago reserve bank, Was unexplained at the 
time. It appears now, if news stories are 
correct, that the action was taken after 
representatives of the Bank of England, the 
Bank of France and the Reichsbank of Ber. 
lin had requested it as a means of saving 
Europe for the gold standard. 


The explanation is a reasonable one and 
the action taken seems quite proper. No 
one doubts that there is too much gold in 
the United States now, and that further im- 
portations of the yellow metal are to be 
discouraged by any legitimate meats. 
Many millions in gold have been withdrawn 
Dy the Federal Reserve system and are 
locked up in the vaults where they serve at 
present no useful purpose; they were pur- 
chased with interest-bearing securities 
which the ‘system held, and the hoarding 
thus represents a considerable sacrifice on 
the part of the banking system of imme- 
diate profits. There is no object in adding 
to this hoard, especially if the additions 
were to be at the expense of European 
bank reserves needed to stabilize currency 
and aid the return to a solid basis. So long 
as the European discount rates are sub- 
stantially higher than those of the United 
States, capital will tend to flow there be- 
cause of the greater return, but when the 
rates in Burope and the United States 
reach approximate equality, capital will 
tend to flow here because of the greater se- 
curity. 

The hoarding of gold was undertaken to 
prevent undue credit inflation in this coun- 
try and to prevent a boom and subsequent 
collapse. At first glance it appears that the 
lowering of the discount rate might have 
the same effect as the release of gold, but 
the men a‘ the head of the Federal Reserve 
undoubtedly have some way out of this di- 
lemma, or at any rate feel that they can re- 
strict credit within due bounds in spite of 
the invitation given by cheaper money to 
overoptimistic borrowers. 

But since either importation of gold or 
lowering of the rate might tend to produce 
inflation and the bank heads had to choose 
between them, the choice which would give 


most aid to Europe was undoubtedly the 


wiser one. It is also a practical farm-relief 
measure, since Wuropean purchases of 
wheat and corn and cotton will be stimu- 
lated by it. 

The Chicago bankers seem to be taking a 
rather narrow view of the situation. Their 
argument was that they could get the higch- 
er rate for their money without any dim. 
culty and did not wish to take less. It is 
to be hoped they do not carry out the an- 
nounced intention of making a fight in the 
courts or in Congress. Neither will do a 
complicated and delicate international 
credit situation any good.

Tu- 
multuous and prolonged applause 
greeted him at his arrival on the 
platform, at intervals during his 
short speech, especially when he 
referred in words of highest praise 
to Gen. Pershing, and on his de- 
parture. His kind face showed his 
appreciation of this tribute. 

Equally long and enthusiastic ap- 
plause greeted Gen. Pershing, who 
was in a faultiess civilian business 
suit. Even while sitting at ease on 
the platform his eyes had an intent 
look of concentration. It is evident 
that he never lets his mind wander 
idly as most of us do at times. He 
smiled a little as he stood several 
minutes waiting for the uproar of 
hand-clapping and hurrahs to cease 
when the time came for him to be- 
gin his address.

PASADENA, Oct. 5—Dr. C. E. Snyder of Washington, D. C., who is 
considered the country’s foremost authority on White ants, or termites, is 
expected in Pasadena within the next two or three days to confer with 
Building Superintendent Walter Putnam about ways of exterminating the 


insects. 

Termites were first discovered in 
this city about a year ego in the 
basement of the City Hall.
